London,. 2:15 a. m.—The Germans have been 


driven back of the Lys river and the Allies are driving 


close to Ghent, Haig reported today in a special state- 


ment on the Flanders offensive. 
His report made it 


evident that the attempt of the Germans to maintain a

stand on the line of the Lys river has been over-whelmed 


and that the Allies are within the next defensive line of 
Escaut river. 
Haig declared that the enemy has been 


forced to withdraw from its whole front in Belgium. The 


Allies have reached Aeltre, 11 miles west of Ghent, the 
greatest road center in western Belgium and have oc- 


cupied several villages on the line running northward to 


the Dutch frontier. 
The French have established lines 


on the east side of the Lys between Grammene and Pete- 


ghen, 1 miles southwest of Ghent.

London, Oct. 21—More than 3,000 prisoners were taken by 


Ihe British north of Le Gateau yesterdaq, Field Marshal Haig re- 
ported today. British troops are approaching St. Amand, 8 miles 
northwest of Valenciennes, Haig also reported. 
Contact with the 


enemy is"beiny maintained. The British also are nearing the 
Scheldt line. The drive against Valenciennes from the southwest 
by the English, Scots and Welch troops fighting in a rain storm 
scattered desperate resistance by the Germans.

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The influenza sitution in Clearfield 


has reached the dangerous stage-with- 
out question and nothing but the most 
careful observance of all the require- 
ments of the health authorities 
will 


avoid a serious epidemic. 


The disease was first discovered in 


Clearneld two weeks ago last Satur- 
day and since that time has slowly 
penetrated to all parts of the town, 
very many of the cases developing 
among people whose business or occu- 
pations called them out of town and 
'into other infested communities. Ac- 
cordingly during every day of the in- 
tervening two weeks there were cases 


• of the disease developed locally from 
almost very section of the town. 
| On Sunday evening there were thir- 
ty one houses under quarantine in the 
town while eleven patients were being 
treated at the emergency hospital. 
Eight persons had already been dis- 
charged from that institution cured, 


(and after the disease had run its 
course. 


The disease developed rapidly yes 


tcrday some fifteen cases being re- 
ported by the physcians while it is 
believed there are many more than 
that number where no doctor 
has 


been called and home remedies are 
being applied. It is from these latter 
cases the chief danger arises becau« 
the disease is so virulent that where 
a case develops in a household it in- 
variably attacks every member there- 
of. 
This is demonstrated locally by 


the fact that in many instances there 
are as high as five and six cases in 
one home at the same time.

The ravages of influenza and pneu- 


monia continue at DuBois, no less 
than eight deaths have been recorded 
from this disease during the past 48 
f.oiirs, according to this morning's 
DuBois Courier. 


Miss Cenevive Mackin, aged about 


19 years and one of Osceoia's estim- 
able young residents, who has been 
very seriously ill with influenza, sue- 
cubed to the disease Saturday morn- 
ing. 


Within the borough limits of Os- 


ceola there are at least 200 cases of 
the influenza and the total for the 
town and vicinity is over 500. 


The influenza situation at Oscaola 


has not improved a bit. At least six 
deaths were reported during the past 
12 hours according to report from our 
local correspondent 
theite. Among 


the recent deaths are Pat oach and 
Frank Bowser. The physicians, and 
undertakers are so busy it is difficult 
to obtain information concerning the 
real situation.

The influenza sitution in Clearfield 


has reached the dangerous stage-with- 
out question and nothing but the most 
careful observance of all the require- 
ments of the health authorities 
will 


avoid a serious epidemic. 


The disease was first discovered in 


Clearneld two weeks ago last Satur- 
day and since that time has slowly 
penetrated to all parts of the town, 
very many of the cases developing 
among people whose business or occu- 
pations called them out of town and 
'into other infested communities. Ac- 
cordingly during every day of the in- 
tervening two weeks there were cases 


• of the disease developed locally from 
almost very section of the town. 
| On Sunday evening there were thir- 
ty one houses under quarantine in the 
town while eleven patients were being 
treated at the emergency hospital. 
Eight persons had already been dis- 
charged from that institution cured, 


(and after the disease had run its 
course. 


The disease developed rapidly yes 


tcrday some fifteen cases being re- 
ported by the physcians while it is 
believed there are many more than 
that number where no doctor 
has 


been called and home remedies are 
being applied. It is from these latter 
cases the chief danger arises becau« 
the disease is so virulent that where 
a case develops in a household it in- 
variably attacks every member there- 
of. 
This is demonstrated locally by 


the fact that in many instances there 
are as high as five and six cases in 
one home at the same time.
